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Clyde V, Hall. East Liverpool city 
treasurer for the last five and a 
half years and a former member 
of council, died Thursday at 4:20 
p. m. in City hospital following a 
four weeks’ illness. 
He was 53. 
Mr. Hall was stricken May 26 
when he was admitted to the hos­ 
pital for an operation. 
The operation was successful but 
pneumonia developed. 
He had re­ 
covered from pneumonia and was 
believed to be recovering when his 
heart 
weakened. 
His 
condition 
took a turn for the worse early 
this week. 
Funeral Set Monday 
Services will be held Monday at 
10:30 a. m. in the Dawson funeral 
home by Rev. Arthur E. French 
Jr.. acting pastor of the Fir.st Pres­ 
byterian church. 
Burial will be in 
Riverviey cemetery. 
•Mr. Hall was born in East Liv­ 
erpool and spent his lifetime here. 
He was a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Jofin Hall. 
When a youth he en­ 
tered the potteries to help support 
his widowed mother. 
He was a veteran of the First 
World war. 
He was called into the 
military servicebn April 1, 1918. 
and served with his machinegun 
company of the 329th infantry to 
Aug. 11. 1918. 
Then he was trans­ 
ferred to the machinegun company 
of the 129th infantry, a part of the 
32nd division. 
He served in the Olse-Aisne and 
Meuse-Argonne offensives and al­ 
so in a defensive sector in France 
and was with the American Army of 
Occupation in Germany after the 
armistice. He was returned to the 
United States and was discharged 
at Camp Sherman on May 23. 1919. 
For more than 30 years .Mr. Hall 
was employed as a cigar store 
clerk, being connected with 
the 
Russell cigar store up until the 
time of his illness. 
Had Many Friend# 
Although of a reserved disposi­ 
tion, 
Mr. 
Hall 
made 
friends 
wherever 
he 
went. 
In 
politics 
since 1934. w-hen he was elected 
to council, he had the distinction of 
never having been defeated 
for 
a public office.

He was elected as a councilman- 
at-large for the terms of 1954-55 
and 
1936-37. 
He 
became 
city 
treasurer on Jan. 1. 1938. and was 
reelected for the terms beginning 
in 1940 and 1942. 
He had filed his candidacy for 
the Republican nomination for re- 
election for his fourth consecutive 
term at the primary next August. 
-Mr. Hall was a member of the 
First Presbyterian church. Riddle 
Masonic lodge 315, the Odd Fel- 
low.s, the American 
Legion and 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars. 
He was married June 28, 1922,

NEW BILL AIMED 
TO HALT SUBSIDY

payments, the latest offering pro­ 
vides a middle ground by forbid­ 
ding expansion of the present sub­ 
sidy program without congression­ 
al sanction. 
Introduced By Wolcott 
The measure was introduced in 
the house by Rep. Wolcott (R) of 
Michigan to amend a bilí extend­ 
ing the life of the Commodity 
Credit Corp. so that the agency's 
funds could not be used for subsi­ 
dies. 
It is supported, he said, by 
many congressmen. 
Meantime. Sen. Gillette (D) of 
Iowa reported that he is consider­ 
ing submission of an identical pro­ 
vision to the senate OCC bill. 
This measure presently contains 
a direct prcuhibition agáinst sub­ 
sidy payments to offset price re­ 
duction# on food products but the 
senate banking committee, which 
approved it, said a more liberal 
substitute 
for 
the 
anti - subsidy 
clause will be offered on the floor. 
Claim# Support For Plan 
Gillette said the new^ proposal is 
aupported by the National Cooper­ 
ative'* Milk Producers fe<leration, 
the .\merican Farm bureau, the na­ 
tional grange and similar groups, 
which have protested that the gov­ 
ernment's subsidy program would 
ruin small producers and reduce 
output of agricultural commodities. 
Organized 
labor, however, 
has 
urged extension of the price roll­ 
back program on butter, meats, 
coffee and fresh vegetables to most

1940. and to an esti­ 
mated $400,000,OOti.OOO the outlay 
for defense and war purposes since 
that date. And all the money car­ 
ried in the bill, ariily officials said, 
will be spent or obligated during 
the 12 months starting July 1. 
‘The 
Decisive 
Budget’ 
‘‘The decisive budget” was the 
label given the measure by Lieut. 
Gen. Joseph T. McNarney. deputy 
chief-of-etaff. during hearings on 
the bill. 
Commenting that the bill carries 


i more than three times the total 
I outlay of the war department dur­ 
ing the entire First World war, the 
committee said it was ‘‘determined 
that the armed forces shall have 
every dollar essential for the early 
attainment of an unconditional sur­ 
render by all of the Axis powers 
It shaves only $387.986,827 from 
budget estimates and leave« un­ 
touched the $23.655.481.000 estimate 
for the air corps.

Life’s Little Tragedy 


Orphan Soldier Returns To Camp After Promise Of 


Home For Pup From His Pet Dog That Died 


l i jITH millions of men in unform and virtually everybody on the 
V V 
home front engaged in some sort of contribution to the war ef­ 
fort, there is little time to hear troubles that don’t have a bearing on 
victory. 
v 
But two agencies here have taken time out, so to speak, to help 
a soldier and a dog in one of life’s+ --------------------------------------------- 
little tragedies 
It all began last week in the Red 
Cross headquarters when a tear­ 
ful, entirely woe begone soldier ap­ 
peared with a little, flea-bitten pup. 
Obviously agitated—he was cry­ 
ing—the soldier blurted out tils 
story and held the pup in out­ 
stretched 
hands. 
He 
had 
bee® 
drafted and had entrusted a pet 
dog with a family to keep the 
animal until he came back. 
The soldier, an orphan, explain­ 
ed that the dog had been a pet 
of his mother and he said he prom­ 
ised to look after it. When the 
army call came he too had become 
attached to the dog. so he found 
a family in the rural district who 
promised to care for it. He said 
he paid them $ 10 for its food. 
Eventually he got a furlough and 
headed for home to see the dog, 
his only link with the past as his 
parents were dead, his sister is 
serving in the WAACs, and he 
has no relatives. 
He arrived at tha farm but found 
the dog had died in the meantime, 
but not until bearing pups. He said 
neighbors hinted that the family 
had let the dog starve to death. 
So he gathered up the remain­ 
ing pup a n * brought his troubles 
to the Red Cross, which, used to 
meeting 
all 
sorts 
of 
problems 
brought on by the war, oalled Miss 
Dorothy Forster, president of the 
East Liverpool Humane society. 
Miss Forster agreed to look af­ 
ter the pup and find a home for it 
until the boy gets back from the 
wars. The soldier returned to camp 
a Uttle happier, but now the prob­ 
lem remains of finding a family 
who will raise the pet. 
Arrangements 
will 
be 
made. 
Miss Forster said, to pay for the 


food for the pup. so it will not be 
a burden. 
She said anyone interested in 
the soldier's dog may phone her 
at 1515, or contact her at her 
home, 762 Dresden ave. 
Miss Forster took the occasion 
to call attention to the situation 
of unwanted dogs, and said cases 
of "dropping” — where people go 
miles away and leave a dog in 
the 
road—are 
increasing, 
appar­ 
ently because of the rising cost of 
living and tightened rationing that 
doesn’t leave as much food now 
for the family peta.

If the subsidies which were sup­ 
posed to have effected the price 
rollbacks by Monday have been 
paid, the fact should soon he re­ 
flected in a decrease in wholesale 
costs. 
"As soon as the wholesale prices 
drop, we’ll be able to ’rollback’ our 
retail prices." one dealer explain­ 
ed. complaining justifiably that if 
the new "rolled back" price of a 
certain meat 
was 29 cents per 
pound and it cost him nearly that 
much to buy. he could not be ex 
pected to continue selling It at the 
prescribed price 
"If we can't break even in many 
meats, but are forced to take a 
loss, we shall discontinue selling 
those meats, that's only logical,” 
said another dealer when asked 
what the practical effect will be 
here of OPA's statement that meat 
prices will be reduced by 10 per­ 
cent. 
The Cleveland district regional 
office of price administration, ig­ 
noring the question of what the 
retailer has to pay In rising whole­ 
sale costs, declared In a Thursday 
bulletin that the reduction will be­ 
gin Monday and will apply to all 
meat except cured and processed 
pork for which the effective date 
of the rollback will be July 5. 
Dealers here said they will not 
cut prices however, until their own 
costs are cut and if the OPA forces 
a retail reduction, many lines of 
meat products will be discontinued, 
rather then endure losses.

e t e r m i n a t i o n to follow a food subsidy policy 
as the most expedient course open to the gov­ 
ernment under prevailing circumstance* promises 
to clear the air. At least, the issue between or­ 
ganized labor and organized farmers over a proper 
stabilization policy will be more squarely Joined. 


Edward A. O ’Neal, president of American Farm 
Bureau federation testified before the senate bank 
Ing and currency committee this week that in his 
opinion organized labor’s support of the subsidy 
program Is but a “ thinly disguised effort to secure 
another unwarranted increase in wages — this time 
a t the expense of the public treasury." 


Labor’s position is. of course, that unless prices 
to consumers can be prevented from rising, further 
wage increases will be Justified. The subsidy theory 
holds that in no other way can government break 
into the inflationary spiral; that the public expense 
incurred la lnalgnificant compared with the vastly 
greater cost of uncontrolled inflation. It remains to 
he seen, however, whether development of a sub­ 
sidy policy will avert further inflation; the method 
is untried. 
Meanwhile* a new possibility ie beginning to get 
serious attention, the possibility that interference 
with the sensitive price machinery that traditional­ 
ly controls food production and distribution may be 
thrown so far out of adjustm ent by interference 
with its normal operation that prices m erely will 
be stabilized on non-existent food products. In the 
New York area there has been for some time an 
acute shortage of m eat at any price. 


Distribution of corn ha* been thrown out of gear 
by price regulation!. The recent potato shortage in 
all parts of the country is explained by the fact 
that this basic food source was exhausted by a rate

manipulation at too high a rate for available supply.

STRANGER in Los Angeles is likely to bs 
puzzled 
by frequent 
references 
in 
the 
local 
papers to the activities of zoot suit gangs 
The 
references recently have become nationwide as the 
result of riots in the city over these nuisances. 
These gangs, as inquiry of any native will dis­ 
close, 
infest certains sections of downtown 
Los 
Angeles and are made up of ornery young fellows 
in their teens and early twenties who wear a ludic­ 
rous but most distinctive garb for these days. 
They go in for long flowing coats, pancake hats, 
pegtop trousers, very much pegged, or tight, at 
the 
ankles 
and 
ducktail 
haircuts. 
This 
hirsute 
trim brings the hair down the back of the neck in 
the shape of the nether end of a mallard. The zoot 
suit may not be peculiar to Los Angeles but zoot 
suit gangs seem to be indigenous to that section. 
The zoot suit gangs run wild in some areas of 
the city and the mem bers are often in court on 
charges ranging from ordinary mischief to crimes 
of violence, including murder. Many of them are 
mobsters in embryo and cause the cops no end of 
trouble. 
I suppose some Los Angeles youngsters wearing 
zoot suits are not associated with gangs or with 
crime in any form, but the innocent err in sticking 
to that uniform nowadays. 
It has become a sort of symbol of misdemeanor 
or felony. It also has become dangerous to the 
wearers since some zoot suiters insulted and mis­ 
treated the wives of servicemen. In consequence 
the soldiers and sailors organized posses of their 
own and descended on the haunts of the zoot suit­ 
ers with the caress of a cyclone. 
T 
H EY were equipped with short ropes with leaded 
ends, and also with their fists. They invaded 
bars and dance halls and other hangouts of the zoot 
suiters and belted the bejiminy out of the home 
boys. The Los Angeles cops took to pinching the 
zoot suiters and the courts to vagging them, but 
it would have been better if the law had stood 
back and permitted the servicemen a free hand 
T here is nothing that cures would-be tough guys 
like a sound pasting, as some wise police official 
in New York demonstrated years ago when the 
big town was over-run by gangs. 
This official organized the "strong arm squad”, 
members of which were selected for their youth, 
strength and agility. They ranged the city, usually 
in pairs, in civilian clothes and walked into every 
neighborhood where a gang held forth and started 
smacking away without ceremony. They rarely used 
their 
pistols or blackjacks—just 
fists—and 
they 
seldom made arrests. But they worked some won­ 
derful cures. 
The “strong arm 
squad” long since has been 
abandoned, the squeamishness of politicians who 
hated to see their favorite gangsters slugged hav- 
ing something to do with It, though it has its coun­ 
ter-part in other squads that deal with the under­ 
world. But the duties of the old "strong arni squad” 
were so one-track, simple and so beautifully exe­ 
cuted it seems a pity it was not perpetuated Therp 
is nq sense in any community harboring tough guys 
in gangs. 
T 
H E zoot suit, in its component parts, is not new, 
though the ensemble is. The long flowing coat 
is a throwback to a fashion of the so-called gay 
nineties, which were not at all gay if you throw- 
in ’93, only the modern coat i.« exaggerated to some 
extent. The pegtop trousers that require the removal 
of the shoes before the w-earer can unpants himself 
were quite the vogue among a 1! the hot men in 
the early ’20s. 
The pancake hat goes back to the nineties The 
ducktail haircut is oriental and never before popu* 
Jar in any set in this country. Our folks generally 
have favored the badger hair-do. or the trim that 
looks as if it had been done with a pot placed over 
the head. Even the idea of a distinctive get up in 
gangs is not new as the rank and file is apt to 
follow the fashion of a leader. Nearly all the tough 
guys of the booting days were wearing quiet, well- 
tailored dark clothes, white linen and dark ties. 
I rem em ber a distinguished killer out of Detroit 
whose name usually was associated with the “ Purple 
gang" complaining to me this was a most unfair 
classification. He said that one time a number of 
young fellows he described as utter nobodies were 
arrested and some reporter noticed that all wore 
purple shirts, so he called them the “Purple gang." 
Thereafter, virtually every crime and every under­ 
world character in 
Detroit was assigned 
to tho 
"Purple gang." 
“ I never wore a purple shirt in my life." said tho 
gentleman, shuddering. "How ungenteel that would 
be!"

There also is the problem of understanding In 
advance that w hat used to be a harmless pastime 
now rates as a minor financial adventure, which 
there is no use tackling unless backed by a SIO bill. 
Also It m ight be well to have a preliminary- feed­ 
ing of light sandwiches and milk before starting, 
because even when food is obtainable the portions 
are smaller than they used to be. 
In short, when everything is considered It would 
be a lot simpler to take pot luck at home than to 
impose on some overworked restaurant. They have 
trouble enough without a lot of outsiders swarming 
in demanding something to eat.

Granted 4-F Rejection 


New steps in the arm y's war 
against venereal diseases were an ­ 
nounced today in a bulletin sent 
the local draft board from state 
selective service headquarters at 
Columbus. 
According

new orders, 
only men with acute cerebrospinal 
syphilis will be classed as 4-F and 
rejected, while other stages of the 
disease and acute gonorrhea cases 
will be accepted for induction. 
The syphilis stage which will re­ 
ject a registrant is to be decided 
after a three-day clinical study to 
which all venereals will be subm it­ 
ted, the new orders stipulate.

It all began last weak In the Red 
Croat headquarters when a tear­ 
ful. entirely woe-begone soldier ap­ 
peared with a little, flea-bitten pup. 
Obviously agitated—he was cry­ 
ing—the soldier blurted out tilt 
story and held the pup in out­ 
stretched 
bande. 
He 
had 
been 
drafted and had entrusted a pet 
dog with a family to keep the 
animal until he came back. 
Tha soldier, an orphan, explain­ 
ed that the dog had been a pet 
of his mother and he said he prom­ 
ised to look after it. When the 
army call came he too had become 
attached to the dog. so he found 
a family in the rural district who 
promised to care for it. He said 
he paid them 810 for Its food. 
Eventually he got a furlough and 
headed for home to see the dog, 
his only link with the past as his 
parsnta ware dead, his sister is 
serving in the WAACs, and bs 
has no relatives. 
He arrived at the farm but found 
the dog had died in ths rn sam I me 
but not until bearing pups. He said 
neighbors hinted that ths family 
had let the dog starve to death. 
So he ga-therpd up the remain 
ta g pup an4 brought his troubles 
to the Red Cross, which, used to 
meeting 
all 
sorts 
of 
problems 
brought on by the war, oalled Miss 
Dorothy Forster, president of the 
Best Liverpool Humane society. 
Miss Forster agreed to look af 
tar the pup and find a home for it 
until the boy gets back from the 
wars. The soldier returned to camp 
a little happier, but now the prob­ 
lem remains of finding a family 
who will raise the pet. 
Arrangements 
will 
be 
made, 
Miss Forster said, to pay for the 


food for the pup, so it will not bs 
a burden. 
She said anyone interested in 
the soldier’s dog may phone her 
at 1515, or oontact her at her 
home, 762 Dresden ave. 
Miss Forster took the occasion 
to call attention to the situation 
of unwanted doge, and said casse 
of "dropping” — where people go 
miles away and leave a dog in 
the road—are 
increasing, 
appar­ 
ently because of the rising coot of 
living and tightened rationing that 
doesn’t leave as much food now 
for the family pets.

ETA1L meat dealers here will 
be unable to reduce prices, as 
ordered by the OPA effective Mon­ 
day. unless they in turn receive a 
cut in costs they must pay to their 
wholesale suppliers. 
In addition, if the OPA forces 
compliance with 
rollback orders 
when the rollback has not yet 
been extended to wholesalers, many 
lines of meat thus sold at a loss 
will have to be discontinued. 
That was the summary of the 
meat rollback theory which East 
Liverpool retail 
dealers outlined 
when confronted with OPA’* order 
governing the reduction by IO per­ 
cent of meat prices. 
A survey of outstanding meat 
dealers hpre show the retailers are 
caught 
In 
the 
familiar 
OPA 
“equeexe play”—a rising or perma­ 
nently high wholesale cost with a 
slashed retail celling neatly catch­ 
ing the dealer in the middle. 
lf the subsidies which were sup­ 
posed to have effected the price 
rollbacks by Monday have been 
paid, the fact should soon be re­ 
flected in a decrease In wholesale 
coats. 
“As soon as the wholesale prices 
drop, we'll be able to ’rollback’ our 
retail prices.’’ one dealer explain­ 
ed. complaining justifiably that if 
the new "rolled back" price of a 
certain meat was 29 cents per 
pound and it cost him nearly that 
much to buy, he could not be ex­ 
pected to continue selling it at the 
prescribed price. 
“If we can't break even in many 
meats, but are forced to take a 
loss, we shall discontinue selling 
those meats, th at’s only logical,” 
said another dealer when asked 
what the practical effect will be 
here of OPA’s statem ent that meat 
prices will be reduced by IO per­ 
cent. 
The Cleveland district regional 
office of price administration, ig­ 
noring the question of what the 
retailer has to pay In rising whole­ 
sale costs, declared In a Thursday 
bulletin that th# reduction will be­ 
gin Monday and will apply to all 
m eat except cured and processed 
pork for which the effective date 
of the rollback will be July 5. 
Dealera here said they will not 
cut prices however, until their own 
costs are cut and lf the OPA forces 
a retail reduction, many lines of 
meat products will he discontinued, 
rather then endure lossea.
